Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: for the reasons as set forth in the Final 
Rejection. Applicant admits that electrode retraction occurs when using laser to form through holes since the electrode material has lower 
melting point than the ceramic. Thus such retraction would inherently or obviously occur in the method of Figueroa et al. when laser is 
used to form through holes through a laminate of barium titanate ceramic and nickel or copper electrodes. JP '890 suggests using a 
paste tank and pressure to accurately, densely, easily and efficiently fill through holes in a green sheet laminate, which is advantageous 
whether or not electrode retraction has occurred. 

Continuation of 13. Other: For purposes of appeal the rejection of Claim 9 will be based on Figueroa et al. '334 in view of the admitted 
prior art, JP '890 Patent Abstract and either EP '006 or EP '638, further in view of Ahiko et al. '907, as originally applied to Claim 6. 
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
